T he K nights of Labor there 
have not struck r.s yet, but large num bers 
ot that organization from this city are 
there attem pting, it is supposed, to per­ 
suade them to join tlie m ovem ent.

effect ot the strike in St. Louis upon the 
cattle trade is especially severe. 
No stock- 
cars can cross the bridge, and, therefore, 
tlie receipts are m aterially lessened as the 
strike proceeds. 
General Superintendent 
K errigan of tlie M issouri-Pacific tiiis m orn­ 
ing issued an order expelling from the 
M issouri-Paciflc yards all K nights of I.abor. 
T his order includes the del-gation o f m en 
appointed by the K nights to guard the 
com pany’s property. 
Tlie circular issued to the strikers order­ 
ing them off the com pany’s premises, is as 
fo llo w s: 
'

Yon arc hereby notified that your action in 
withdraw ing from the em ploym ent of the Mis- 
souri-I’acific was the voluntary abandonm ent 
of the service of the com pany, and that you are 
no longer iu its em ploym ent, and that your 
nam es have been stricken from its rolls. All 
such who are now about the com pany's prem ­ 
ises are hereby notified that they m ust im m edi­ 
ately leave the same, to the end th a t this com­ 
pany may resume the traffic of the company. 
W m . K k k r iu a n . 
A lthough the officials will m ake no state­ 
m ent concerning the affair, it is generally 
believed th at they are m \v em ploying new 
m en to take the places of the strikers, and 
th at the m ovem ent of freight trains will 
be attem pted to night.

St. Louis, M arch 10th—2:30 p. m.—I t is 
now authorilively stated that tlie M issouri 
Railw ay C om pany will attem pt to-morrow , 
instead of to-night, as stated in a previous 
dispatch, to resum e freight traffic upon its 
road. 
T he order issued this m orning by 
Superintendent K errigan applies not only 
to the m en form erly in its em ploy in this 
city, b ut to all the strikers on th e system , 
and they have all along the line of th e road 
w ithdraw n quietly from tlie com pany’s 
premises. 
TliE EIEST TROUIILE. 
St. Louis, M arch 10th.—A special from 
F ort W orth, Tex., to the Post-Dispatch, 
states that the lirst trouble there between 
tlie K nights and non-K nights occurred this 
m orning, w hen the new m en employed by 
the railroad to rim its engines were a t­ 
tacked w hile perform ing tlicir duty, and 
forced to vacate tlicir cabs. 
The strikers 
then “ killed ” tlie engines. 
Quiet now 
prevails, but it is thought there that this is 
the beginning of serious trouble. 
STATEMENT OK GRIEVANCES. 
S t. Louis, M arch 10th.—T he K nights of 
Labor have furnished tlie Associated Press 
witli a copy of a lengthy letter addressed to

of the

The com pany refused 
to hear an d adjust tlie grievances of Con­ 
ductor Bissett, and dism issed him w ithout 
sufficient cause. 
Bissett was au earnest 
worker in tlie cause of the K nights of I.abor. 
Tlie next grievance m entioned is tlie dis­ 
charge of C. II. H all, already referred to in 
these dispatches, 
flail was charged liy tlie 
com pany w ith neglect ot d uty iu being ab­ 
sent several days w ithout cause. 
T he let­ 
ter states that H all was absent to serve a sa 
delegate a! a m eeting o f K nights of Labor 
at M arshall, IVxas, by perm ission of his 
superior officer, notw ithstanding the pris- 
ent denial of the latter. 
W hen H all re­ 
turned fiom the m eeting he found a letter 
announcing his discharge. 
A com m ittee 
was appointed and waited on Mr. Crosbv, 
H all's superior, to ascertain why H all was 
discharged. Crosby said it was because of 
his incom potency, and denied th at H all 
had ever asked tiis perm ission to be ab­ 
sent. 
A fter repeated ovettures to th e R e­ 
ceivers for a hearing on the nia’.ter, the 
Executive Board first subm itted the ques­ 
tion to the different locals on the system 
tor th eir action, w hich was th at Mr. H all 
be reinstated. 
Therefore, it is plain th at 
action taken on this strike was voluntary 
on the pari of each and tv t rv m an belong­ 
ing to ine K iiightsot Labor."

W h y th e S u b -T re a su ry D e fa lc a tio n w a s 
n o t S o o n er E xponed.

Brooks’ reason for fearing to expose tiie 
defalcation in liis office lias at last leaked 
out.

THE LESSON 
OF RETROSPECTION. 


In searching numerous newspiqier files 
recently for a m atter of recorded State 
history, the eye constantly met the ex­ 
pressions of the pi ess of California in de­ 
bates tijton the Chinese question, for a pe­ 
riod covering the time lictween this date 
and 1 366. 
The effect was to recall more 
vividly to memory the position of the 
press in the early history of the Chinese 
agitation. 
W hat was written in the more 
thoughtful journals ten, fifteen and twenty 
y ears ago, would, if reproduced now, well 
lit the situation of to-day. 
It would re­ 
veal that in fact the State Ills not made 
much progress against the Chinese. 
Be­ 
yond the passage of Restriction Acts that 
arc practically inoperative, aud do not re­ 
strict immigration as was anticipated, and 
th e more general and bold assault 
of 
the 
Chinese 
upon 
free 
lalior, 
the 
country is just about where it was in the 
beginning. 
This journal, while San Fran­ 
cisco was clamoring fur cheap labor, was 
then as now, inveighing against the cheap 
lal>or fallacies and contending that Chi- 
nesa labor is uneconomic and undesirable 
and. destructive of our industrial system 
and a drag upon the development of the 
'■tai;. 
Most of the interior journals of 
the coa-t were saying the same thing then 
as iow. 
The preaching has gone on, and 
so íaas the immigration. 
From 60,000 
( hiñese in our midst the number has 
swelled to 140,000. 
From mere servitors, 
tb e 'hiñese have advanced to the position 
4”""pre'-tnrs rm d-snauu& iáiuets; from 
b iiig competitors with labor in its rudest 
for*4 they have antagonized commercial 
and trade interests, and are contesting the 
fields of agriculture, manufacturing and 
wagj-paying. 
The chief accomplishment 
of all these years has liven the partial 
ediuntion of Eastern sentiment to a proper 
view of the question. 
W hen that instruc­ 
tion becomes general conviction, we may 
I 
k for the licginning of the end. 
To 
that labor, therefore, we lielieve our bast 
efforts should now be dedicated. 
The 
a m i-Chinese battle ground ii«* East of the 
Mississippi 
river. 
On 
that field it Is 
to be

the victory won. 
The 
history 
the 
old 
files 
reveal 
to us emphasizes this lielief. 
It recalls 
also the fact that this has lx?en a patient 
|«ople. Californians have hcon indeed m ar­ 
velously patient and submissive to wrong 
policies. 
Reflection will convince anvone 
that all the violence resorted to here, when 
considered in the light of thirty years of 
history of the whole country is as nothing, 
when compared to lawless proceedings 
among laboring classes at the East. 
In 
fact, California has a good record com­ 
pared with that of either the West, the 
Middle or the A tlantic States. We should 
endeavor to lietter it still, and proveto the 
jieople on the other side of the continent 
that in the midst of a violent agitation, 
tinder stimulus ot circumstances that al­ 
most anywhere else would breed riots and 
m >b violence, and result in blood-letting 
and the destruction of property and life, 
the people of California have controlled 
the vicious class, held in check those who 
otherwise would have lieen led into law­ 
lessness, and prevented the peace of the 
people and the integrity of the laws. 
The 
exceptions 
to 
this 
statement 
have 
been 
very 
few. 
We 
can 
afford to trust to the sober judgment1 of 


rising generation will come forward to take 
tbeir placea. The excuse lias been two-fold— 
first, that the Chinese made remuneration low, 
mud second, that competition with Chineee was 
humiliating. The disappearance of the Chinese 
will remove both these excuses. 
This is true.

Slit T homas Brassey, the great Eng­ 
lish contractor, many years ago demon­ 
strated by a mass of industrial statistics 
gathered from all quarters that the cost of 
any undertaking or manufacture is not, as 
a rule, affected by the price of lalxir. 
This has the aspect of a paradox, but there 
is in it great truth, for the rule in the 
manufacturing world is high wages and 
good work, low wages and ¡xxir work. 
Of 
course llrassey’s comparisons were between 
English workmen, and that far they would 
apply to American workmen. 
If he had 
made them between English workers and 
a competing class living upon a lower 
plane as to absolute necessities of exist­ 
ence, his conclusions might have been 
somewhat modified. 
But it would not 
have been different in such a rase, if the 
results upon the civilization of the coun­ 
try and its consuming capacity where such 
couqietition exists were taken into consid­ 
eration. 
But even without this lieing con­ 
sidered we have the testimony of the boot 
and shoe manufacturers of San Erancisco 
that low-priced workmen—the Chinese— 
do not produce correspondingly economic 
manufactures when eonipared to the better 
paid labor of the skilled white workmen. 
Chinese cheap labor in manufacturing, is 
a delusion.

The gravest ill i.« the open con­ 
donation of bribery by citizens who abiior 
it. 
Standing by and witnessing the b ly ­ 
ing and selling of votes without protest is 
in itself a crime. 
The element that should 
enter the protest, and prosecute the vil­ 
lainy to conviction, is the only element 
trom which political reforms can conte. 
It 
is-sad indeed when that class regard tikis 
offense with nonchalance. 


T h e condition of the machinery of the 
Republican party in San Francisca) is piti­ 
able in the extreme. 
H ere we have a

standing up in an open session and deck j- 
ing that Chris Buckley, the Democratic 
boss, had im pudently solicited him to vote 
for a certain resolution that would be in ­ 
troduced in the committee.

on 
Branch Organization of the Citizens’ Anti- 
Chinese Association of Sacramento, the 
organization that issued the call for the 
Convcnlion. lie reviewed the history of the 
organization in this city, and said the ob­ 
ject of the call was to bring the representa­ 
tive men of the State together to discuss 
the question of the Chinese evil. 
He said 
it was a question worthy of the highest 
statesmanship, and he trusted their session 
would be harmonious and result in great 
good. 
Marcus I). Boruck. of San Francisco, 
moved that a committee of five be appoint­ 
ed by the Chair on credentials. 
Senator Sargent said the first thing to be 
done was to effect a temporary organiza­ 
tion. The Convention had been called to 
order by Mr. Katzenstein, his duties were 
now at an end, and it was now in the hands 
ot the delegates to choose a temporary 
Chairman. 
Mr. Boruck withdrew his motion. 
R. T. Devlin said there were two Conven­ 
tions in session in the State C apitol; both 
had met for the same purpose, and it was 
in the interest of the movement that thev 
should unite and act together. He, there­ 
fore. moved that a commitiee of five on 
conference be appointed to confer with a 
like committee from the other, or what is 
known as the San Jose Convention. 
The motion was seconded and carried by 
a viva voce vote. 
Senator Sargent arose to a point of order, 
claiming that no such action could be taken 
until a temporary organization had been 
effected. 
The Chair ruled the point not well taken. 
Senator Sargent appealed from the deci­ 
sion of the Chair. 
R. M. Clarken moved to lay the appeal 
upon the table. 
Mr. Sargent moved a call of the roll on 
the motion to appoint the committee on 
con ference. 
R. M. Clarken withdrew his motion to 
lay upon the table. 
Frank M. Pixley said the other Conven­ 
tion had met and organized by the election 
of their officers. H e claimed the same 
right for tins Convention. He said we 
have the same right to elect our President 
and Secretary. Addressing the Chair, lie 
said: ” You, sir, are acting as Chairman 
unasked and unauthorized.” 
II. T. Devlin made a lengthy argum ent 
in favor of his motion, which he said was 
in the interest of harm ony and would re­ 
sult in securing that for which the Conven­ 
tion had been called—the solution of the 
Chinese evil. 
A. J. Bryant insisted on a roll call by 
counties. 
• 
M. M. Estee said it was not how we shall 
do it, but what we do that interests the 
people. 
He believed in appointing a con­ 
ference committee as had been proposed, 
but said that the first thing in order should 
be the perfecting of a temporary organiza­ 
tion. However, the mode of procedure 
was a matter of indifference. If the two 
Conventions could be consolidated and 
harmonized, that was the proper thing to 
do. 
The motion to appoint a Committee on 
Conference was then decided by a rising 
vote. Ayes, 111; noes, 76. The San Fran­ 
cisco delegation was almost unanim ous 
against it. and Boruck and Pixley waxed 
very warm, and made many uncompli­ 
mentary remarks regarding the ruling of 
the Chair. 
The Chair then appointed as a Commit­ 
tee on Conference the following gentlemen: 
R. T. Devlin, of Sacramento; C. P. Berry, 
of Sutter; A. A. Sargent, of San Francisco; 
G. \V. Dorn, of Butte, and Grove L. John­ 
son. of Sacramento. 
The Convention then took a recess until 
I p. M. 
A fternoon Session. 
The Convention reassembled at 1:30 p. m. 
The Committee on Con ference announced 
its readiness to report. 
A delegate proposed organizing before 
receiving the report. 
Senator Davis, of Yuba, believed that, as 
im portant matters were to come before the 
body, the question of the right to sit in the 
Convention should be first determined. 
He moved the appointment of a committee 
of five on credentials. 
Senator Kellogg, of Plumas, said he had 
never before heard of a person calling a 
body to order doing more than to declare 
nominations for temporary Chairman in 
order. H e took the point of order that the 
Chair would receive no other motion than 
that. 
F. J. Clark of Sacramento took the point 
of order that nothing but the report of the 
committee was in order. 
The Chair ruled, that as the Convention 
had decided to have a committee, it was in 
order to receive its report. 
M. D. Boruck of San Francisco asked 
under what parliamentary code was the 
Convention acting? H e strenuously op­ 
posed proceeding until the status of the 
membership had been determined. 
Mr. Kellogg insisted that unless barm onv 
of action prevailed, it would go abroad tba't 
the Convention was a mob. The Chair had 
no right to entertain any motion or sugges­ 
tion except as he had" previously stated. 
It had no right to receive any motion ex­ 
cept for the appointment of temporary 
Chairman. 
The Chair (Mr. Katzenstein) reviewed 
the proceedings of the morning session and 
expressed the hope that harm ony would 
prevail in the interest of the common pur­ 
pose. The idea was to unite the two Con­ 
ventions and then for the aggregated body 
to organize. 
Mr. Johnson then began to read the re­ 
port of the committee amidst deafening 
attempts to drown his voice. 
General Bidwell, of Butte, moved to sus­ 
pend proceedings for the sole purpose of 
effecting a temporary organization. 
Jam es H. Barry spoke warmlv in favor 
of hearing the report first. 
Mr. O'Meara addressed tbe Convention 
in favor of first organizing. 
Mr. Hart, of Colusa, favored hearing the 
report first, and then of having all come in 
and take part in the organizing process. 
General Bidwell's motion, after further 
very animated and warm debate, was put 
and lost by a large majority. 
Mr. Johnson read the report, as follows: 
Jtesoln-d, Tbat as a basis of union between the 
two Conventions, we adopt the following reso­ 
lutions. and recommend their adoption by both 
Conventions: 
1. That we favor the passage of the bill intro­ 
duced into Congress by United States Senator 
Mitchell, having for its object the abrogation of 
all treaties with China permitting the immigra­ 
tion into the Cnited States of any Chinese. 
2 That if the passage of the bill cannot at 
present be been red, then we favor the passage of 
either of tt e bills introduced into Congress by 
Morrow. Felton or Henley, restricting Chinese 
immigration. 
3. 
That we favor the adoption and use of all 
Peaceable aud legal means needed to rid the 


State of the Chinese now here, and to prevent 
the coming into the State of anv more Chinese 
but we are opposed to any unl’awful means to 
that end. 
4. That the two Conventions meet in joint ses­ 
sion, every member of each Convention being 
entitled to a seat in the joint Convention, and 
that the joint Convention proceed to elect offi­ 
cers and to formulate a platform and adopt 
measures best calculated to t arry into effect the 
above resolution. 
5. That C. F. MeGlashan and George B. Katz- 
eustein act jointly as Chairman of this joint 
Convention until It is permanently organized; 
and that said joint Convention meet in the As­ 
sembly chamber. 
A. A. Sargent, of San Francisco, pre­ 
sented a minority report. 
He said that 
there was not a line in the majority report 
to which he did not agree. The minority 
differed only on the point about boycot­ 
ting. 
[Cries of boycott] 
He favored'boy­ 
cotting when the necessity came for it, not 
before, and that time had not come. He 
referred to his experience and his record in 
Congress, and declared that the wise policy 
was to exhaust appeals to Congress first. 
[Efforts to interrupt Mr. Sargent.] 
He 
appealed to the Convention to hear him 
out. 
He had done enough in the anti- 
C’liinese cause to entitle him to he heard. 
[Applause.] 
He wanted all legislative 
reiuedies applied before anv bovcotting 
was 
attempted. 
The 
vo’te 
of 
the 
Convention ought to voice the senti­ 
ment of 
the people 
of 
the 
State. 
We should say to Congress : “Yield to our 
demands, for they are just.” 
The only 
fear was that by precipitation we mav lose 
the advantage we have. The coast delega­ 
tion in Congress is a unit on the question, 
and its hands must be upheld. 
It is a fal­ 
lacy to suppose Congress is in favor of re­ 
striction ot Chinese immigration. 
The 
preponderating sentim ent there is that we 
are un-American, unchristianlike. 
If we 
are divided now we will strengthen that 
false idea, and hurt the cause where it has 
most need of strength. 
[Cries of order.] 
Calm action is what is needed to induce 
Congress to pass the Mitchell bill. The ma­ 
jority report he thought to be superficial. 
To throw in 
the 
boycott 
now 
was 
to throw 
in 
a 
firebrand, 
and 
the 
result will he disastrous. 
H e favored 
the 
boycott, as 
did 
his 
forefathers 
in Bostciu harbor, hut extreme measures 
should be resorted to only in great ex­ 
tremity. 
It is dangerous to handle edged 
tools carelessly. Mitchell’s bill is trembling 
in the balance, and must not he jeopard­ 
ized. There areone-third as many Chinese 
in California as there are adult males in 
the State. 
It would take three or four 
years to deport them all. Are we to bank­ 
rupt the agriculturists, he asked, or appeal 
to Congress? We should prevail by the 
force of reason and justice. 
Mr. Sargent, 
after speaking long aud earnestly, read the 
minority report, as follows, as an amend­ 
ment to the majority rep o rt; 
Saalved, That we recognize the fact that the 
presence of the Chinese lor the past thirty years 
on tliis coast has given them, to a certain extent, 
control of the labor market, and that their im- 
mediateexpulsion, even if possible, would work 
great injury to special interests. While, there­ 
fore, we are in favor of eliminating, as rapidly 
us possible, this element from our body politic, 
we are opposed to organized ostracism or boy­ 
cotting of employers until the failure of all hope 
of Congressional or other relief makes such 
measures imperative to prevent the Mongoliun- 
izing of this coast. 
General Bidwell moved to dtfer the con­ 
sideration of the reports until after organi­ 
zation. Seconded by Mr. O’Meara. 
Grove L. Johnson, of Sacramento, op­ 
posed the motion. To adopt the majority 
report would organize the Convention. 
[Applause.] 
There was no necessity for 
postponement; 
the 
Convention 
should 
come to the work in hand at once. Let the 
Convention decide the boycott question. 
[Applause.] 
Mr. Johnson spoke at length 
and very earnestly, and was loudly ap­ 
plauded. 
General Bidwell spoke again in favor of 
his motion. 
He referred to his being one 
of the oldest pioneers in the State—coming 
to California with the first whits train that 
crossed the Sierras. 
If the Convention 
loves the State—has an interest ji its future 
welfare—they will defer this uction until 
after the temporary organization. 
His 
speech, which was of considerable length, 
was frequently interrupted witli cries of 
order. 
C. P. Berry said we cannot proceed as an 
intelligent body until we know who is en­ 
titled to vote. 
Let us see who are entitled 
to a vote here. 
He was w illin' that the 
Conventions should meet, fortunate plans 
and interchange ideas. 
We want their 
counsel and suggestions; but I el ore pro­ 
ceeding one step farther we n.nst know 
who are the delegates. 
Johnson moved a call of the roll, sec­ 
onded by Estee. 
Mucii noise and con­ 
fusion followed, the Chairman trying in 
vain to preserve order. 
Mr. Kellogg moved the adoption of the 
last clause of the majority report. 
A. .). Bryant became very much excited. 
Said if the Convention so desired he was 
willing to let all the citizens of Sacramento 
come in and discuss matters, and take part 
in the proceedings, lie wanted the Con­ 
vention to preserve order, to go to work 
like men and not act like boys. 
Let the 
names of the duly authorized delegates be 
properly asccrtainrd and a roll-call made. 
Major Marion Biggs moved the previous 
question. 
He was prevailed upon to w ith­ 
draw, but in a strong speech vigorously 
opposed any further child's play. 
lie 
recommended the adoption of the majority 
report, and then proceeding with the busi­ 
ness which they had assembled to transact. 
[Cries of question, call the roll, sit down, 
ete.] 
The previous question was then called 
by several amidst a perfect pandemonium 
of noise. 
General Bidwell tried to make him self 
heard, but his stentorian tones were com­ 
pletely drowned by the noise. 
The roll was called on Bidwell’s motion, 
and was lost by a vote of 95 to 181. 
M. D. Boruck demanded of the Chair to 
know how many votes hail been cast; also, 
how many in the Assembly chamber were 
entitled to a vote. (H is concluding re­ 
marks were drowned in cries ot “ Call the 
roll.” ) 
Janies O’Meara, after several attempts 
succeeded in getting the floor, when he fired 
the following conundrum at the Chair: 
“ Is this a question of the Chinese must 
go, or American citizens take, a back scat ?” 
A. J. Bryant said the delegates had a 
right to a roll call, and they demanded it. 
[Cries of “ Mr. Chairman ” from all quar­ 
ters of the Chamber.] 
I have come here 
to stay, and I ain going to stay. 
I have a 
right to be heard, and 1 will be heard. I 
demand my rights in this Convention, and 
I will have them. 
M. M. Estee said he was satisfied that any 
further attempts at calling the incomplete 
roll would he futile. 
He never saw soj 
much confusion in a Convention in his life? 
Let us agree to adjourn till 7 r. m., at which 
time we can have completed and prepared 
a roll and be able to do something. 
Grove L. Johnson said he hoped Mr. 
Estee's suggestion would prevail. All he 
desired was a fair, open expression—a fair 
vote and an honest count. 
J. A. Filcher said this delay was the 
work of obstructionists. Two-thirds of the 
Convention were in favor of the adoption 
of the majority report. W hy not adopt it 
viva voce, and then proceed with the busi­ 
ness of the Convention ? 
C. 
I*. Berry again took the floor and said 
there were men upon the floor charging 
fraud. We should proceed orderly, accord­ 
ing to the rules and regulations governing 
the procedure of public bodies. 
We want, 
demand and should have a full vote and a 
square count. 
[Cries of “ Oh, he wants to 
be Governor.”] 
A committee of ten on credentials was 
appointed, as follows : 
M. M. Estee, G. L. 
Johnson, J. II. Barry, Patrick Reddy. W. 
T. Jetter, Jas. A. Orr, W m. Sharkey, J. A. 
Filcher, A. A. Sargent. 
Adjourned to 7 p. m. 
E v en in g S ession. 
Long before the hour of seven arrived 
the Assembly Chamber was crowded with 
spectators, both on the floor, in the lobby 
and in the gallery. 
The Committee on Credentials were un­ 
able to complete their report at that time, 
and in consequence the Convention was not 
called to order until 8:05. 
Mr. Estee submitted the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, which was read 
by the Secretary. It was a complete list of 
all duly elected and appointed delegates. 
On motion of Mr. Gregory, of Amador, 
four Sergeants-at-Arms were appointed, 
with instructions to exclude from the floor 
all persons, except members of the press 
and duly accredited members of the Con­ 
vention. The Sergeants-at-Arms thus ap­ 
pointed were Messrs. Gregory, Dooly, Parks 
and Gallagher. 
The reading of tbe roll by the Secretary 
took twenty minutes. 
Mr. Estee stated that there was about 150 
additions and proxies since the calling of 
the roll in tbe afternoon. H e offered this 
resolution:

Rrrutrfd, That n majority of the delegates of 
each county who are present can cast the entire 
vote of the county. 
The resolution was considered a portion 
of the report. 
The report was unanimously adopted. 
, 
The Chair stated tbat the first order of 
business was the consideration of the m a­ 
jority report of tbe Conference Committee, j 
actiug under the previous question. The 1 
Secretary read the resolution. 
The motion was carried unanim ously. 
‘ 


A. J. B ryant moved that the San Jose 
Convention be invited to take seats upon 
the floor of this Convention. 
F. R. Drav asked who composed the San 
Jose Convention. 
Mr. NicbolsoD, of San Francisco, moved 
that a committee of five be appointed to 
confer with the San Jose Convention, and 
ascertain whether or not they have adopted 
the majority report, and if so, to invite 
them in. Carried. The Chair appointed 
as such committee Messrs. Nicholson, Jet­ 
ter. Latham, Davis ami Dinsmore. 
Mr. Boruck moved that the mode of pro­ 
cedure be that as laid down by Cushing. 
The Chair held that no other business 
was in order until the other Convention 
comes in. 
Mr. Boruck then moved a recess for ten 
minutes, and succeeded in carrying one 
point amidst laughter. 
Recess. 
The Convention was called to order at 
9 o’clock. The Convention arose and the 
San Jose Convention marched in. 
Mr. 
Nickerson said : 
“ Gentlemen of the Con­ 
vention, I take pleasure in introducing to 
you Mr. C. F. MeGlashan, Chairman of the 
San Jose Convention, and the delegates of 
tha' body.” 
Mr. MeGlashan, on being introduced by 
Mr. Katzenstein. made a short address, 
thanking the Convention for the honor 
conferred. 
He said it was one of the most 
im portant Conventions ever assembled in 
the State. 
If the members deliberated 
with calmness, acted with discretion and 
conservatism, a great and lasting good can 
be accomplished. No doubt, coming as 
they did from every section of the State, 
and representing every industry of Cali­ 
fornia. there would he a difference of views 
and ideas. H e had no doubt that all inter­ 
ests could lie harmonized. 
[Cheers.] 
The Secretary cf the San Jose Convention 
then called the roll of that body, a large 
number answering to their names. 
Mr. Estee offered the following preamble 
and resolution, which were unauim ouslv 
adopted by a rising vote: 
\\ 1IEREAS,, It is with the most profound sor* 
row that we leam of the death of the lion. John 
r. Miller, I niied States Senator from this State. 
The distinguished services reudered his coun­ 
try as a soldier aud statesman tilled a con­ 
spicuous place in the history of the republic, 
and pluced him high in the affections of the 
people. His death at this time is regarded 
everywhere, and by all the people of this State, 
as a great and natioDnl loss ; therefore be it 
Kaotred. That this Conventiou extend its 
sympathy to the family of the deceased. 
Mr. Buck moved that a committee of 
nine be appointed on perm anent organiza­ 
tion. 
Duncan McPherson moved to amend by 
making the committee fifteen. The amend­ 
ment was adopted. 
Dennis Kearney moved that a committee 
of seven be appointed upon resolutions, 
but it was not seconded. 
The num ber of delegates in the Sac­ 
ramento Convention is 415 ; San Jose Con­ 
vention, 198; total, 613. 
The Chair named as a Committee on 
Permanent Organization the following: 
George 11. Buck. San Mateo; Gillia Doiv, 
Sacram ento; J. I*. Gannon. Sonom a: J. H. 
Barry, San Francisco; M. M. Estee, N apa; 
H. L. Hough man, Alameda; C. E. Crowe, 
Santa B arbara; 1). S. Gregory, A m ador; 
E. F. Dinsmore, Siskiyou ; S. A. Bullfinch. 
Nevada ; Horace Davis, San Francisco ; E. 
Anthony, Santa Cruz ; F. R. Dray, Sacra­ 
m ento; W .

R. ltaddiffe. Santa Cruz. 
At 9:30 o’clock the Coav ention took a 
recess for tb H y minutes to allow the Com­ 
mittee on Perm anent Organization time in 
which to perform the duties assigned them. 
The Convention was called to order at 
10:30. Mr. Buck, Chairman of the Com­ 
mittee on Perm anent Organization reported 
as follows: 
For President, Leon D. Freer, of Oroville; 
First Vice-President, C. F. MeGlashan ; Sec­ 
ond Vice-President, George B. Katzenstein ; 
Secretary, G. \V. Peckharu ; assistants. E. 
J. Smith, G. W. ’Novcy; Treasurer, Spar­ 
row Smith. 
President to appoint Ser- 
geant-at-Arras. Also, that a committee be 
appointed, three front each Congressional 
district, on resolutions. 
Edward Dobbs, of Alameda, moved to 
substitute for President instead of Judge 
Leon D. Freer that of 0. F. MeGlashan, 
whom lie styled the hero of Truckee. 
He 
paic a high tribute to Mr. MeGlashan, who, 
lie said, had done more than any other 
man in this State fo set on foot the move­ 
ment that was to drive out the Chinese. 
Several short speeches were indulged in, 
when Judge Freer and Mr. MeGlashan were 
called out and made short speeches defin­ 
ing their position on the Chinese question. 
Mr. MeGlashan paid a high tribute to 
Judge Freer, whom he said was the peer 
of any man. Speaking of himself, he said 
he wished it distinctly understood that he 
was not a candidate for any political po­ 
sition, State or national. 
He was fighting 
only for a principle. The children of white 
laborers were crying for bread. 
His heart 
was in tiie work, aud he believed in doing 
all things within the law that would free 
us of the crying evil. 
Noble Fisher and R. M. Clarken arose at 
the same tim e ; the latter was recognized 
by the Chair, to the utter discomfiture of 
the former, who would not sit down until 
railed to order several times by the Chair. 
Mr. Clarken said he proposed tiie name of 
John McMurry, of Trinity county. 
Mr. McMurry arose and declined. 
F. 
R. Dray mounted a chair and was 
next recognized amongst a dozen who were 
clamoring. “ Mr. C hairm an!" 
Noble Fisher again distinguished him ­ 
self by saying, “ The Chairman lias lost 
the sight of his right eye.' 
Mr. Dray said he was one of the com­ 
mittee that liad selected J udge Freer. 
It 
was done in the interest of harmony. 
It 
would not do to indorse Mr. MeGlashan or 
Mr. Katzenstein. If either were selected, 
it would go forth that one of the Conven­ 
tions had swallowed the other. 
Another gentleman slated that ho at­ 
tended a meeting of the San Jose Conven­ 
tion tbe night before. The Chairman of 
that Convention was the man who now 
placed Mr. MeGlashan in nomination be­ 
fore this Convention as a substitute for 
Judge Freer. 
He said last night that, in 
case of a coalition, the San Jose officers 
should he the officers of this Convention. 
Mr. Estee was ODposed to electing any 
man to the Presidency of the Convention 
who was in any way officially connected 
with either of the Conventions. We are 
here not to gratify our own peculiar inter- 
terest, but to mark out our interests so they 
will have some weight at W ashington. 
If 
the San Jose Convention don’t want Judge 
Freer, select some one else. 
Frank Pixley—I don t think it makes 
any difference which is elected. 
There are 
men of national reputation here, but they 
have not been so honored, and as it lias 
come down as between two citizens, I pre­ 
fer a man who is identified with the move­ 
ment, therefore 1 favor Mr. MeGlashan. 
I 
therefore move the previous question. 
The call of the roll was completed at 
12:30 a . m., when the Chair announced the 
following result of the vote for President: 
Judge Freer, 261; MeGlashan, 259. 
The announcement was greeted with 
cheers from the members of the Citizens’ 
Convention ami howls from the San Jose 
branch. 
Judge Freer was called to the chair, and 
made a brief speech, took the gavel and 
proceeded to call the Convention, which 
was now on its feet and noisy, to order. 
At 12:45 the Convention'adjourned to 9 
a . m. to-dav. 


T h e A d jo u rn e d San J o s e C o n v e n tio n . 
At 10 a. m. the Convention of the Cali­ 
fornia Non-Partisan Anti-Chinese Associ­ 
ation, which adjourned from San Jose to 
meet in the Senate Chamber yesterday, was 
called to ordei by C. F. MeGlashan, Chair­ 
man. 
In opening the Convention Mr. Mc- 
Glashan referred to the previous session, 
and the action there taken looking to the 
present meeting. 
H e said the present 
meeting was not to cause any dissension in 
the anti-Chinese work, but was entirely in 
the interest of harmony, which he urged. 
To that end he advised that a committee 
of five be appointed to meet a like com­ 
mittee from the Sacramento Convention, 
for the purpose of conference. 
G. H . Buck said he earnestly opposed 
this adjourned meeting of the’ San Jose 
Convention, but he now desired to indorse 
the sentiment expressed by the Chairman, 
and moved the appointment of the Confer­ 
ence Committee suggested. Carried. 
The Chair appointed as the committee, 
Geo. H. Buck, of San M ateo; E. M. Dahros, 
of A lam eda; L. S. Covallaro. of Santa 
C iara: Duncan McPherson, of Santa Cruz ; 
V. Hoffmeyer, of San Francisco. 
H. Cummings, of Sacramento, urged that 
the ninety-six new delegates to the Con­ 
vention be recognized and made part of the 
body before any action was taken. 
The Chair stated that no action of the 
Convention was desirable until after the 
result cf the Conference Committee was re­ 
ported. 
Upon motion, the Convention then ad­ 
journed to meet at 1 p. m. 
At that hour the committee had agreed 
upon a report, but as it had not been adopt­ 
ed by the Sacramento State Convention, 
other postponements were made. At 8 
o'clock p. m. the Convention was called to 
order by the Chairman. G. H. Buck, from 
the Conference Committee, report-.d the 


resolutions of coalition published above, 
and they were unauim ously adopted. 
At this point a committee from the other 
Convention appeared, and notified that the 
said resolutions had been also adopted by 
their Convention, and extended an invita­ 
tion for the body in 'h e Senate chamber to 
join with the other Convention, which was 
accepted, and accordingly done. 
Thus 
ended the San Jose organization.

Stem- 
ler, William Huzlctt and perhaps others 
whose names we do not recall. A few of 
the horses have been slightly under the 
weather, but most of them are feeling ex­ 
ceedingly well and rapidly getting into 
condition. 
The new lessees of the Park, Rhoads, 
Grice Ac Co., have made a great improve­ 
ment in the appearance and conveniences 
of the buildings, and when they complete 
the work visitors will find the place very 
neat and comfortable. The most notable 
improvement is that made by Charles 
Mund, formerly of the Mint Restaurant, 
who has sublet the dining-room portion 
of the establishment, and fitted it up ex­ 
cellently. The kitchen, meat-roora, store­ 
room. pantry, etc . are models ot neatness 
and cleanliness, and the main dining-room 
is kept in perfect order. South of the main 
room are t wo private rooms, capable of ac- 
cotum -dating twelve persons each at table;

party. The furniture is all new and hand­ 
some. and the table appointments superior.

In terestin g L etter C oncerning C Itrus-frnit 
G row ing and Our R esources. 
Dr. Latham has received the following 
letter from Hon. W. H. Parks concerning 
citrus-fruit growing and other resources in 
northern California: 
When the article first appeared in the 
Los Angeles Herald ridiculing the idea of 
holding a citrus fair in northern California, 
and declaring that the orange and lemon 
trees had been frozen to the ground, I sup­ 
posed that it was intended as a canard, or 
a bit of fun at our ex(>ense, and I was some­ 
what astonished to see the press in the 
northern part of the .State replying witli so 
much vigor, I supposing that they had mis­ 
taken the intention of the writer in the 
Herald, but it appears by subsequent articles 
that it was really intended to represent the 
climate ot this part of the State and the 
impracticability of attempting to raise cit­ 
rus fruiLs. The author of the article must 
stand convicted of gross ignorance or of a 
malicious attempt to misrepresent. There 
is nothing better established than the fact 
that the northern part of the State is well 
suited, both in soil, climate and all the con­ 
ditions that are necessary, to make the 
raising of citrus truits a profitable business. 
After a residence of more than 35 years 
in the vicinity of Marysville, and having 
been a close observer of the development 
of the State, I can truthfully say that there 
never has been a season cold enough to 
freeze the most delicate trees that bear cit­ 
rus fruiis. From the fact that the business 
of this part of the State for ihe first ten 
years of its settlement was strictly mining, 
and very little attention was paid to agri­ 
culture or fruit-raising, the experiment was 
not made so soon as in the southern por­ 
tion ; and even ud to the present time the 
raising of citrus fruiLs has not been relied 
upon to any great extent as the business of 
the country, wheat being the principal arti­ 
cle for export, but since the decline in the 
price of wiieat our citizens are looking to 
diversifying their resources, arul more at­ 
tention is being paid to all kimls of fruit, 
not only for home consumption, but for 
export trade, and it is found that the rais­ 
ing of citrus fruits will be one of the large 
industries of this part of the State, from the 
fact that they ripen at a time when other 
fruits and grains are harvested and out of 
the way. furnishing employment when 
most needed. Our early fruits commence 
to ripen in May and continue until Sep­ 
tember, and even in October. The citrus 
fruits commence to ripen in November and 
continue until the latter part of March. 
The time is fast approaching when every 
farmer in this part of the country will have 
his o:chard, it not interfering at all with 
grain or stock-raising. It is not my inten­ 
tion to draw a comparison between this 
and any other part of the State. There is 
no occasion for rivalry. Each has its ad­ 
vantages. There is nothing more natural 
than that the people in the Eastern States 
should be deceived when our State is di­ 
vided into northern and southern Califor­ 
nia. Northern to them means cold, and 
they shiver at the word, it being suggestive 
in their country of snow and ice. Then 
again they have read so much about the 
“ snow-capped Sierras.” and “ the eternal 
snows of Mount Shasta,” that they can 
hardly comprehend that a valley like the 
Sacramento can lie at the base of those 
mountains, with a climate that is perpetual 
spring and summer, with tlie temperature 
seldom to a freezing point, but if they will 
take into consideration that it is altitude 
and not latitude that marks the freezing 
point on our mountains, it will be easily 
understood. The snow line defines as ac­ 
curately the altitude on our mountains us 
any uncovered barometer could possibly 
do, and no one need be deceived. 
Northern California is not compelled to 
rely on any one product for its prosperity. 
It has been demonstrated that all the fruits 
known to commerce (except those that are 
really tropical) can he raised with a profit 
to the producer; that all kinds of vegeta­ 
bles; that all varieties of nuts, as well as 
cotton, hemp, flax, jute and tobacco can be 
produced with an abundant yield; add to 
this our magnificent grain fields, and our 
large wool clip, and we have room to diver­ 
sify our industries to an unlimited extent. 
We have, in addition to this, inexhaustible 
forests from which the finest lumber is pro­ 
duced. Wood and water in abundance. 
LETTER FROM CHICO. 
The following letter to Dr. Latham lias 
also been received from Ilev. E. Graham, of 
Chico: 
I am in receipt of yours of the 10th inst.. 
inquiring about the effect of frost on citrus 
fruits in northern California. SofarasChico 
and vicinity are concerned, the insinu- 
aiions you refer to are utterly false. 1 have 
just plucked with my own hands from a 
tree in my own yard a dozen or two 
oranges, and they do not bear one single 
sign of injury, nor is there a leaf or twig 
on the tree, or one shrub, or tree, or flower 
in or about the yard, that bears any evi­ 
dence of injury from frost. Our orange 
trees have borne regularly for six years, 
and the only perceptible difference that I 
can notice in the amount of fruit arises not 
from frosts, but from warm winds, which, 
once in a long while, seem to blight the 
young fruit, causing it to fall off. Still 
we generally have as much fruit as the 
trees can well mature. 
We had this year upwards of 1,000 
oranges on trees' 12 years old, and they 
were pronounced as good as any ever 
tasted in any market in the world. 
As to frosts seriously affecting ordinary 
shrubs, or even the most delicate flowers, it 
is all bosh. 
The daphnes, the japónicas 
and all kinds of seasonable roses are now 
either in bloom or preparing, and there is 
not a vegetable of note but what is sold 
every day on the streets. 
I have lived in southern California; 
know all about it, and appreciate the ad­ 
vantages <>f small sections of the country 
for the cultivation of fruits of semi-tropical 
varieties; but in ten years they will he en­ 
tirely eclipsed by this valley, and no 
amount of misrepresentation* can 
pre­ 
vent it.

U n d er H e a v y M e n ta l S tr a in .—There 
are of course immense dilierences among 
men as regards capacity for performing 
mental work of any kind*. Previous train­ 
ing, constitution, and temperament are po­ 
tent factors in determining the amount 
which each is capable of doing. Some men 
can stand an enormous amount of mental 
strain without any apparent injury; others, 
from what may be called, for want of a bet­ 
ter term. “ weakness of brain,” are incapa­ 
ble of anything requiring mental tension. 
The worst consequences are noticed in peo­ 
ple of moderate brain power, who, in the 
absence of proper training, attempt the per­ 
formance of sevete mental labor. Their 
case is similar to that of those who sud­ 
denly engage in trials of strength and en­ 
durance after an insufficient amount of 
training, and who either exhaust themselves 
by overtaxing their nervous energies, or in­ 
duce disorders of the heart or lungs, or 
strain of some portion of the muscular 
system by the violence of their efforts. 
When a man is being prepared for great 
muscular exertion he undergoes a course 
of training in which the severity of the 
work assigned to bun is gradually and cau­ 
tiously increased, and the same rule should 
be adopted for those whose mental powers 
are abont to be severely taxed. If this con­ 
dition be fulfilled, if a proper amount of 
sleep can be obtained, and if the appetite 
remains at its normal level, the brain will 
bear almost any amount of steady strain in 
the form of severe mental labor.—[The 
Fortnightly Review.

THE 
DEAD 
SENATOR. 


! A n In cid en t in G en eral M iller’s E arly 
L ife in C alifornia. 
¡ 
Eds. R ecord -U n ion : The recent death 
i¡ of United States Senator Miller calls to 
mind an interesting incident of that gen­ 
tleman's early life in this State, which is 
remembered, perhaps, by very few of those 
who knew him thirty years ago. It was 
during the war—when the name and fame 
of General Miller was an almost daily 
theme of discussion among his friends in 
Napa—that the facts referred to came to 
the knowledge of the writer. I think they 
are worthy of reproduction at this time, as 
illustrating the high sense of honor and 
courage (both moral and physical) that 
have distinguished the life of General 
Miller. It was away back in 1856. John 
F. Miller was then a struggling young law­ 
yer in the town of Napa. I sa - a “ strug­ 
gling” one, for it was indeed a daily struggle 
with him to keep soul aud body together 
in that quiet little burg, which already 
boasted of several experienced and brill­ 
iant lawyers—men who have since dis­ 
tinguished themselves as jurists and states­ 
men. 
Bravely did the young barrister 
from 
Indiana 
contest 
the 
unequal 
battle for two long and trying years. One 
day, in the late springtime of 1856, when 
the neighboring farmers were preparing 
their scythes and mowers for the haying 
and harvest seasons, young Miller sat in 
his office thinking over his bitter experi­ 
ence in the land of the setting sun, toward 
which he had 
but 
two years 
before 
turned his eyes and bent his footsteps with 
bright anticipations of the future. He was 
distressingly in arrears at his hotel, and 
the landlord's patience was sorely tried. 
For the first time the fact seemed to dawn 
upon the young aspiiant for legal honors 
that up to that time his life had been—so 
far as wealth and fame were concerned—a 
failure. He was not long in determining 
the course tobe pursued. The next morn­ 
ing the office was found closed and locked, 
aud that day found young Miller wielding 
a pitchfork in a hay tielil on what was then 
known as the “ Milliken Ranch,’’ a few 
miles from town, and in the vicinity of 
which was located the home of his later 
years. All that summer he labored man­ 
fully in the harvest fields, and when the 
sober autumn came on he returned to 
town, but not to continue bis pursuit of the 
law. With his hard-earned wages he dis­ 
charged his debts, and then quietly re­ 
moved his law books to the town of Beni­ 
cia, where be became professionally asso­ 
ciated with Judge Curry. A couple of 
years before the war broke out he removed 
to his old Indiana home. His subsequent 
history—how he came to enter the army 
of the Union, and the brilliancy of his 
achievements in defense of his country's 
perpetuity and honor, are familiar to all.'
